At the same time, their revenue 
from advertising Is up about BO per 
cent and from clrcnlstioo about ti 
per cent. 

TliD bureau of adrcrUslng ot (lie 
American Newspaper PubUshera at- 
soclstlon. estimates Its member pa- 
pers reccircd $3S0.0O0fi00 from na- 
tional odTertJsing in ]H7. and t731, 
OOa.OOO In local advertising. 

Costs have skyrocketco. however, 
and newsprint and Ink tor an aver- 
age ot iOfiOO drctHatlon paper are 
estimated K per cent higher than 
three years ago. 

Other raw materials have 
creased proporttonntely. aays the 
magoilne Editor and Publisher.
